BRITAIN AND EGYPT 


The international stir caused by the 


British ^ultimatum TO Egypt appears to be 
quieting down. 
The Threatened impasse 


" between the two governments over the ex- 
treme demands of Great Britain is likely 
to be dissolved through ordinary diplo- 
macy. 
In the interest of peace and in- 


ternational good •will, this is greatly to 
be desired. 


For the last six years, or since the con- 


elusion of the war. British cabinets haWe 
been endeavoring through diplomacy to 
secure certain privileges in Egypt. These 
relate, first to the extension of British 
irrigation rights in the Sudan, and sec- 
ond to the control of Egyptian foreign 
policy. 
It may be that Great .Britain is 


right in both its objects. 
The probabili- 


ties are that it is. 
It is an engineering 


question rather than a political question 
•whether the extension of irrigation in the 
Sudan would deprive Egypt of the water 
it requires of the Nile. 


Unquestionably Great Britain has a 


right to oppose any foreign policy on the 
part of Egypt that would jeopardize its 
free access to India or its control over 
the Suez canal. Our own opinion is that 


' Egypt would fare better, prosper more 


and advance faster as a British colony 
than as an independent state, but that is 
not involved. 
Egypt is nominally a free 


country, but the fact is that it is virtually 
under the suzerainty of Great Britain. 


Egypt, like other countries similarly 


situated. including some of the British 
colonies, lias a strong nationalist party. 
This party demands complete indepen- 
dence and resists alt acts or policies of 
Great Britain whii-h seem to infringe upon 
Egyptian sovereignty. 
It has been ef- 


fective in preventing an agreement in the 
negotiations pending since the war. 


The assassination of Sir Lee Stack, gov- 


ernor-general of the Sudan, and sirdar of 
the Egyptian army, is seized by the Brit- 
ish government as a pretext for demand- 
ing concessions that diplomacy was un- 
able to obtain. 
The demand for punish- 


ment of the assassin and for indemnity is, 
of course, legitimate, but the other de- 
mands, while they may be just in them- 
selves, cannot be regarded as a proper 
penally for the crime of an individual. In 
this respect the British ultimatum takes 
on too muc-h the color of Italy's ultima- 
tum to Greece. 
It, has been, compared to 


the Austrian ultimatum to Serbia over Sa- 
rajevo, and to the seizure of Shantung "by 
Gerraany in 1897 because of the murder 
of German missionaries. 
Great Britain 


has had some experiences of this kind in 
India, all of which goes to show that the 
application of force generally leads to dis- 
astrous results or is abortive. 


What Great Britain seeks in Egypt 


she is likely to obtain on merit. 
There 


are many substantial interests in Egypt 
which prefer tranquility to disturbance 
and the right to live peacefully and tran- 
sact business. These interests, even among 
the Egyptians themselves, are sympathet- 
ic to the British. 
It would be better for 


Great Britain, as well as for Egypt, to 
adjust the concessions the former has been 
trying to secure for the last six years 
through free negotiations rather than 
through pressure. 
The application of 


force is always dangerous.

tax law. He is in favor of American ad- 
herence to the AVorld court. Nothing in 
this program is likely to be achieved at 
the present sitting of congress, where a 
small group of independents opposed to 
the administration hold the balance of 
power. 
As a consequence, congress will 


have to go through the inconvenience and 
discomfort of an extra summer session, 
or we will have to wait until 1926 for a 
realization of some of the important pur- 
poses of the government. 


Not much, if any. constructive legisla- 


tion is to be expected of the remaining 
session of congress. It is not likely that 
legislation intended to help the farmers 
can be enacted for the reason that the rad- 
icals will insist upon fantastic proposals 
which the government cannot indorse. 


A newly elected president should as- 


sume office immediately after the first of 
the year. 
He should start with the con- 


gress returned at the time of his elec- 
tion. By this change we would save prac- 
tically an entire year in the enactment of 
government policies and we would be giv- 
ing to a new administration the opportun- 
ity to fairly discharge the obligations 
which rest upon it.

The loud speaker en- 
abled family groups in America to enjoy 
concerts rendered in Europe. 


The paradox of. modern progress and

but do believe we have a legitimate right to kick 
on the advice often handed our applicants by their 
own family doctors. 


Mr. Jones has a heart murmur, Mr. Brown some 


albumen, Mr. Black a trace of sugar, or Mr. Green 
has high blood pressure. The majority of these 
can get insurance by paying the slight increase in 
permium necessary to cover the extra hazard, but 
before they accept the policy offered them, they 
consult their own family doctor to check up on the 
findings of the company's examining physician. In 
too many cases the family doctor •with-a loud' guf- 
faw, tells Mr Green the Insurance company is all 
wrong, the company's examiner doesn't know his 
eggs. "What if your blood pressure Is a little above 
the usual? At age 35 that is nothing of signifi- 
cance, and you should live many, many more years." 
Talk of this kind naturally encourages the appli- 
cant to reject the policy which has been offered 
him and to scorn all insurance companies. 


The result of this is that Mr. Green dies leaving 


a family and a bunch of unpaid bills among which 
there is usually a large one from friend family 
doctor! This is not theory. I can cite you numerous 
Instances of such happenings from my own files. 
It is a. condition that exists, and I should' think 
it should be prohibited by the ethics of the profes- 
sion or perhaps by law. 
s

If Mr. Green succumbs as a result of the shock,, 


then the insurance company ought to consider dis- 
carding- blood pressure measurement as part of the 
examination. If his untimely end is in any degree 
due to the family physician's imprudence, then a 
short course in the diagnosis in, health would in- 
crease the doctor's usefulness. 


Insurance companies set certain arbitrary limits 


for blood pressure and decline to accept as good 
risks applicants whose blood pressure is not within 
the arbitrary limits. This is good sound practice 
as amply proved by experience. That some indi- 
viduals with moderately Jilgh blood pressure live 
"many, many more years" does not invalidate this 
rule of practice. The difficulty, perhaps, lies in the 
novelty of personal health practice in general and 
health examinations in particular, for it has been 
only.,a few years since this field has opened up to 
more' than experimental exploitation, and many ex- 
cellent physicians are still unprepared to make a 
proper health examination or to consider personal 
health problems and advise clients in matters o£ hy- 
giene in the efficient manner in which they deal 
with disease. But the day when the doctor merely 
laughed at the would-be client who sought health 
advice is as extinct as the red flannel chest pro- 
tector, and such a gruffaw as the insurance agent 
pictures has the ring of insincerity and malprac- 
tice in it. The elevation of the blood pressure men- 
tioned by the correspondent in his letter (and de- 
leted by me because I do not think such inform- 
ation is good for the health of the laymen) would 
scarcely permit of an argument about the arbitrary 
limits of high or low pressure. 


None of the findings mentioned in the insurance 


agent's complaint is a, disease or necessarily In- 
dicates disease, yet a murmur, some albumen, a 
trace of sugar or high blood pressure is abnormal 
and warrants careful investigation on the subject's 
condition and living habits.

one vote has changed the entire trend 
o£ American history have frequently 
occurred In this country. 
Jefferson's ordinances (1784) pro- 


hibltlns slavery In the territory now 
forming the states of Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, was lost by one 
vote, the New Jersey delegation being 
absent. In Von Hoist's Constitutional 
History of the United States it Is 
shown that a. different result at the 
time might have prevented the Civil 
war.

chinery of the election law, Thomas 
Jefferson and Aaron Burr 
had an 


equal number of votes for president. 
When the' election was thrown into 
the house of representatives,

lacked but one vote. Although there 
had been no question of the popular 
wish for Jefferson, many Federalists 
were said to have tried to make a 
bargain with Burr to give him the 
presidency, instead of the vice presi- 
dency, to which he waa finally elected. 


In 1811, another momentous event

history was brought about In a 


unique manner. A Rhode Island farm- 
er dallied in order to release his plgr 
from a fence and arrived at the polls 
too late to cast his vote. The Feder- 
alists lost thatr-^preclnct by one vote; 
as a result, a presentative who favor- 
ed war with Great Britain was elected 
to the legislature, which in turn, by a 
majority of one, elected 
a 
United 


States senator who favored war. Then 
the congress, by a majority of one, de- 
clared the war generally known as the 
War of 1812.

piece to the Budget law. Legal au- 
thority for a thorough reorganization 
of the Federal structure with some 
latitude of action to the Executive 
in the rearrangement of 
secondary 


functions would make for continuing 
economy in the shift of Government 
activities which must 
follow 
every 


change in a developing country. Be- 
yond this many of the 
Independent 


agencies of the Government must be 
placed tinder responsible Cabinet of- 
Iclals, if we are to have safeguards 
of efficiency, economy, and probity. 


ARMY AND NAVY 


Little has developed in relation to 


our national defense 
which 
needs 


special attention. 
Progress is con- 


stantlj- being- made In air navigation 
and requires encouragement and de- 
velopment. 
Army 
aviators 
have 


made a successful trip 
around 
the 


world, for which I recommend suit- 
able provisions for promotion, com- 
pensation and retirement. Under the 
direction of the Navy a new Zeppelin 
has been successfully brought from 
Europe across tho Atlantic to 
our 


own country. 


Duo to the efficient supervision of 


the Secretary of "^Var the Army of the 
United States has 
been 
organized 


with a small body of Regulars and a 
moderate National Guard and 
Re- 


serve. 
The defense test of Septem- 


ber 12 demonstrated the efficiency of 
tho operating plans. 
These methods 


and operations are well worthy of 
congressional support. 


Under the limitation of armaments 


treaty a larg-e saving in outlay and a 
considerable decrease in maintenance 
of the Navy has been accomplished. 
\Te should m.alntaln the policy of con- 
stantly working 
toward 
the 
full 


treaty strength of the Navy. 
Careful 


investigation is being made in this 
department of the 
relative 
Impor- 


tance of aircraft, surface and 
sub- 


marine vessels, in order that we may 
not fail to take advantage of all mod- 
ern Improvements for our 
national 


defense. 
A special commission also 


in Investigating the problem of 
pe- 


troleum oil for the N"avy, considering 
the best policy to insure tho future 
supply of fuel oil and prevent the 
threatened drainage of naval oil re- 
serves. Legislative action Is required 
to carry on experiments in oil shale 
reduction, aa large deposits of this 
type have been set aside for the use 
of the Navy.

Frequent reports will reach us of the 
magnitude of the military equipment 
of other nations. 
We shall do well 


to be little impressed by such reports 
or such actions.

FOREIGN RELATIONS 


At no period in the past 12 years 


have our foreign relations been 
in 


such a satisfactory condition as they 
are at the present time. Our actions 
in the recent months have 
greatly 


strengthened the American policy of 
permanent peace with independence. 
Tho attitude which our Government 
took and 
maintained toward an ad- 


justment of 
European 
reparations, 


by pointing out that it was not a 
political but a business problem, has 
demonstrated 
its wisdom by its ac- 


tual results. 
We desire to see Eu- 


rope restored that it may resume its 
productivity in the increase of 
In- 


dustry and its support n the advance 
of civilization. 
"We look with great 


gratification at the hopeful prospect 
of recuperation in 
Europe 
through 


the Da.wes plan. 
Such assistance as 


can be given through the action of 
the public authorities and of our pri- 
vate citizens,' through friendly coun- 
sel and 
cooperation, 
and 
through 


economic and financial support, not 
for any warlike effort but for repro- 
ductive enterprise, not to 
provide 


means for unsound government fin- 
ancing but to establish sound busi- 
ness administration, 
should be 
un- 


hesitatingly provided. 


Ultimately nations, like individuals, 


can not depend upon each other but 
must depend upon themselves:. Ea,ch 
one must work out its own salvation. 
"We have every desire to help. 
But 


with all our resources we aro pow- 
erless to save unless our efforts meet 
vrith a constructive response. 
The 


situation in our own country and all 
over the world Is one than can be 
improved only by hard -work and splf- 
Genlal. It ia necessary to reduce ex- 
penditures, increase sax-ings and 
II- 


q.uidate debts. It is in thia direction 
that there lies the greatest hope of 
domestic tranquillty and internation- 
al peace. Our own country ought to 
furnish, the leading example in this 
effort. 
Our past adherence to this 


policy, our constant refusal to main- 
tain a military 
establishment 
that 


could be thought to menace the se- 
curity of others, our honorable de&i- 
Ings with other nations whether great 
or small, has left us in the almost 
constant enjoyment of peace. 


It is not necessary to stress the 


general desire of all the people of this 
country for the promotion of peace. 
It is the leading principle of all our 
foreign relations. 
"We have on every 


occasion tried to cooperate to this 
end in all ways that were consistent 
with our proper independence nnd our 
traditional policies. 
It will 
be my 


constant effort 
to 
maintain 
these 


principles, and to reinforce them by 
all appropriate agreements and trea- 
ties, while we desire always to coo- 
perate and to help, we are equally de- 
termined to be Independent and free. 
Right and truth and justice and hu- 
manitarian effort will have the mor- 
al support of this country all over 
the world. 
But we do not wish to 


become Involved in the political con- 
troversies of others. 
Nor 
is 
the 


country disposed to become a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations or to as- 
sume the obligations imposed by its 
covenant. 


INTERNATIONAL, COURT 


America has been one of the fore- 


most nations in advocating tribunals 
for the settlement of international 
disputes of a justicible character. Our 
ropresentatlves took a leading part in 
those conferences which resulted In 
the establishment of The Hague Tri- 
bunal, and later in providing for n 
Permanent 
Court 
of International 


Justice. I believe it would be for the ad- 
vantage of this country and helpful to 
tho stability of other nations for us 
to adhere to the protocol establishing 
that court upon the conditions staten 
In the recommendation which is now 
before the Senate, and further that 
our country shall not be bound by ad- 
viaory opinions which may bo render- 
ed by the court upon questions which 
we have not voluntarily submitted for 
its judgment. 
This court would pro- 


vide a practical and convenient tri- 
bunal before which we could go vol- 
untarily, but to which wo could not 
be summoned, for a determination of 
justiciable questions when they fail to 
bo resolved iby diplomatic negotia- 
tions. 


I>ISARMA!VrENT CONFERENCE 
Many times I have ex-pressed my 


desire to see tho work of the Wash- 
ington Conference on Limitation of 
Armaments 
appropriately 
supple- 


mented by further agreements for a 
further reduction and for the pur- 
pose of diminishing tho menace and 
waste of tho competition in preparing 
instruments of international war. 
It 


haa been nnd la my expectation thnt 
wo might hopefully approach othe,r 
great 
powers 
for 
further con- 


ference on this nubjoct ns soon ns the 
carrying out of the present repara- 
tion plan Is established nnd settled 
policy of Europe has created n fav- 
orable opportunity. 
But on account

a European conference. It will

necessary to w&lt to Bee what the 


outcome of their actions may be.

should not wish to propose or have 
ropresentatlves attend a conference 
which would contemplate"

paired with respect to our purely do 
mestic policies. 


INTERNATIONAL LAW 


Our country should also support 


efforts which are being made toward 
tho codification of International law. 
We can look more hopefully, in the 
first instance, for research and stu- 
dies that are likely to be productive 
of results, to a cooperation 
among 


representatives of the bar and mem- 
bers of international law 
institutes 


and societies, than to a conference of 
those who are technically representa- 
tive of their respective governments, 
although, when projects have been de- 
veloped, they must go to the gov- 
ernments for their approval. 
These 


cxeprt professional studies are going 
on in certain quarters and 
should 


have our 
constant 
encouragement 


and approval. 


OUTLAW OF WAR 


Jluch interest has 
of late 
been 


manifested in this country in the dis- 
cussion of various proposals to out- 
law aggresive war. I look with great 
sympathy upon the examination of 
this subject. 
It is in harmony with 


the traditional policy of our country, 
which is against aggressive war and 
for the maintenance 
of permanent 


and honorable peace. 
While, as I 


have said, we must 
safeguard^ our 


liberty to deal according to our own 
judgment with our domestic policies, 
we can not fail to view with sympa- 
thetic interest all progress to this 
desired end or carefully to study the 
measures that may be proposed to 
attain it.

LATIN AMERICA 


While we are desirous of promot- 


ing peace in every quarter 
of 
the 


globe, we have a special interest in 
the peace of this hemisphere. , It is 
our constant desire that all causes of 
dispute in this area may be 
tran- 


quilly and 
satisfactory- 
adjusted. 


Along with our desire for peace Is the 
earnest hope for the increased pros- 
perity of our sister republics of Latin 
America, and our constant purpose to 
promote 
cooperation 
with 
them 


Which may be mutually beneficial nnd 
always inspired by the most cordial 
friendships. 


FOREIGN OEBTS 


About $32,000.000,000 is due to our 


government 
from 
abroad, 
mostly 


from European Governments. 
Great 


Britain. Finland, Hungary. Lithuania 
and Poland havo 
negotiated settle- 


ments amounting close to 55.000,000,- 
000. 
This represents the funding of 


over 42 per cent of the debt since the 
creation of the special Foreign "Debt 
Commission. As the life of this com- 
mission is about to expire its 
term 


should be extended. 
I am opposed 


to the cancellation of these debts and 


believe it for the great welfare of the 
world that they should be liquidated 
and paid as fast as possible. 
I do 


not favor oppressive measures, but 
unless money that is borrowed is re- 
paid credit can not be secured in time 
of necessity, and there exists besides 
a moral obligation which our 
gov- 


vernment can not ignore and no other 
country can evade. Terms and condi- 
tions may have to conform to differ- 
ences in the financial abilities of th« 
countries concerned, but the principle 
that each Country should meet Its ob- 
llgatlon admits of no differences and 
is of universal application. 


It is axiomatic that our country can 


not stand still. 
It would seem to be 


perfectly plain from recent 
events 


that it is determined to go forward. 
But it wants no pretenses, It wants 
no vagaries. It is determined to ad- 
vance in an orderly, sound and com- 
mon-sense -way. 
It does not propose 


to abandon the theory of the Declara- 
tion that the people have inalienable 
rights -which no majority and no pow- 
er of government can destroy. It does 
not propose to abandon the practice 
of the Constitution that provides for 
the proctection of these rights. 
It 


believes that within these limitations, 
which are imposed not by the flat of 
man but by the law of the Creator, 
self-government Is just 
and 
wise. 


It is convinced that it will be Impos- 
sible for the people to provide their 
own government unless they continue 
to own their own property. 


These are the very foundations of 


America. 
On them has been erected 


a Government of freedom and equal- 
ity, of justice and mercy, of educa- 
tion and charity. Living under it and 
supporting It the people have come 
into great possessions on the material 
and spiritual sides of life. 
I want to 


continue in this directon. 
J 
know 


that the Congress shares with me 
that desire. 
I want our institutions 


to be more and more expressive of 
these principles. 
I want the people 


of all the earth to see in the Ameri- 
can flag- the symbol of a Government 
which'intends no oppression at home 
and no aggression abroad, which in 
the spirit of a common brotherhood 
provides assistance in time of dis- 
tress.
